The "government" was organized on 20 August 19l*7 after the famous 
meeting at A1 tot tin gen* Refugee representatives met there and unanimously 
named Ferenc Farkas the provisional leader after Szalasy Harthy had declined 
in favor of Ferenc Farkas# Szalasy had already been executed in Budapest 
in the summer of l?i|6.

them ineffectual. Incze has gone to Brazil and Zsilinsky has also left the
